Secretary of Navy Gives Letters to Prove 
That Big Companies Allet Con- 
tracts. 


Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.]— 
The system under which armoa plate and 
un makers have shared in government work 
ior Many years was denounced by Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels this afternoon ina state- 
ment of his views on the armor plate situa- 


tion. 

This statement, supplemental to one made 
yerterday, disclosed the fact that what the 
secretary is opposed to most is the policy of 
previous administrations by which, he de- 
clares, competition among the bidders for 
navy contracts for steel forsipes has been 
eliminated. 

Mr. Daniels reiterated his * — 
that he will recommend to congress the es- 
tablishment of a government owned armor 
plate mill as the best means of forcing private 
Arms to a competitive basis. 

The secretary made public letters received 
from the Midvale Steel company and the 
Bethlehem Steel company; which, with the 
Carnegie Steel company, have been the sole 
bidders on armor plate contracts for many 
years. These letters fix the responsibility 
for the practice of a division of the work 
among all bidders instead of its allotment to 
the lowest bidder, upon the navy depart- 
ment.

Secretary of Navy Travels Eight 
Miles 500 Feet in Air. 


AT MILE A MINUTE CLIP.

Says He Enjoyed Sensation Thorough- 
ly After Flight at Annapolis. 


Annapolis, Md, May 21.—Secretary of the 
Navy Daniele this afternoon traveled eight 
miles through the air in a flying boat. 

“It was delightful; I enjoyed the sense- 
tion thoroughly.“ was the secretary's reply 
to an inquiry just after he alighted. 

The secretary went up with Lieut. John H. 
Towers, sepior officer of the navy aviation 
corps, whose camp is across the river from 
the naval academy. The flight was made in 
the flying doat C-——1,”’ 

The air trip was begun at four minutes to 
4 o'clock. Eight minutes later the trip was 
over and the secretary, after traveling about 
eight miles at a height of 800 feet, was tell- 
ing of his experience. 

Mr. Daniels came to Annapolis this morn- 
ing and inspected the buildings and grounds 
at the academy. After dining with Supt. J. 
H. Gibbons, he boarded a navy launch, which 
carried him to the aviation camp. As he 
passed the battleship Illinois a salute of nine- 
teen guns was fired in his honor. 

Towers and other officers of the 
camp, after shaking hands with the secre- 
tary, showed him the long line of hangars in 
which five flying machines were stabied.

Springfield, III, May 21.—[Special. |}—The 
Chicago park consolidation bill was passed 
by the senate late this afternoon by a vote 
of 29 to 2, Senators Campbell and Gorman 
voting in the negative. 

The bill, as it goes to the house, is pute 
stantially the consolidation feature of the 
Chicago charter convention's final draft. It 
had the active support of Mayor Harrison 
and the city council in the senate end of the 
fight for its enadtment, which ended today. 

The bill provides for a consolidation of all 
ot the park systems and smaller taxing 
bodies inside the city with the oity govern- 
ment as a department of the city, and makes 
the minimum of taxation for all city purposes 
under the terms of the Juul revenue act 61.80, 
with the proviso|that the minimum for park 
purposes within the 61.0 shall be 40 cents, 


Park Commissions Lose Jobs. 

Administration of the IAncoln and West 
parks is taken from the hands of commis- 
gions appointed by the governor and of the 
south park from a commission named by the 
Circult judges and is placed in the hands of 
the Chicago park commission, to be named 
by the mayor with the consent of the city 
council. 

This feature caused an uprising today, led 
by Senator Denyir, who was supposed for a 
time. to represent the views of Gov. Dunne, 
although it was understood the governor and 
the mayor arrived at a compromise agree- 
ment on the bill late last night. Senator Den- 
vir attempted to recall the bill to second 
reading to amend this section and lost by a 
vote of 9 to 18.

The essence of opinion is 
that as Washington has gone on record in 
opposition to the legislation it is reasonable 
to expect that the American government will 
exert further efforts to nullify it.

LACK VITAL STATISTICS. 


Health Official Sees Birth Regis- 
tration Neglected; Dr. Nance 
Deplores Blindness. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


Peoria, III. May 21.—{Special.|—The thos- 
ga nd odd docturs assembled at the sixty-third 
annual meeting of the Illinois State Medical 
society in today’s session pointed out where 
reorganization of state institutions is needed 
to conform to professional standards of the 
present day. The members defined their at- 
titude toward some of the latest discoveries 
in medical science. , 

Dr. T. H. D. Griffite, registrar of the state 
board of health in Springfield, in his paper 
on The Status of Vital Statistics in Uni- 
nois and Our Obligations,’’ deplored the ab- 
sence of records of human life in the state. 

In Ilinois a human being may be born, 
educated, live an ‘honorable and useful life.“ 
he said, but after his death not one page 
in a record books bears witness of his exist- 
ence.” 

Urges Prompt Birth Registration. 

There will be born in Illinois this year 
about 150,000 children. Of these 20,,000 will 
die before their first anniversary, from dis- 
eases Of which 90 per cent are preventable. 
Prompt and accurate birth registration is 
the foundation of all measures directed to- 
ward the prevention of infant mortality. 

The fault in our state is not so much a 
lack of law as the absence of law enforce- 
ment. Notwithstanding the requirement 
that every birth shall be recorded with the 
county clerks, and that physicians and coro- 
ners shall report all deaths, a penalty being 
provided, today less than 75 per cent of 
deaths and 55 per cent of births: are 
recorded. Our death rates, when published, 
are useless, except to indicate the deplorable 
condition of our vital statistics.” 

Dr. Griffits recommended a pending bill 
which has passed the senate and is now be- 
fore the house. It provides a complete reg- 
istration of births and deaths, embodying 
the essential features of a model bill“ in- 
dorsed by the society. 


Dr. Nance Talks on Blindness. 

Before the section of eye, ear, nose and 
throat a paper was read by its chairman. 
Dr. Willis O. Nance of Chicago, on the sub- 
ject, “What Illinois Can Do to Prevent 
Blindness. 

It is estimated there are 2,000,000 blind 
people in the world. Of these practically 
$0,000 are needlesslly so. In other words, 40 
per cent of blindness is preventable. 

At least one-fourth of the cases of pre- 
vcptable blindness are due to infection of the 
eves at birth. This infection can be pre- 
verted by careful cleansing of the baby’s 
eyer and instilling a drop or two of nitrate of 
silver solution. Most physicians employ 
these drops, and as a result few cases of 
babys sore eyes occur in their practice 
The Illinois medical practice act, however. 
prohibits any other than a licensed physicia: 
from using ‘any drug or medicine’; a a 
result the preventive drops are not employed 
by midwives, who do practically one-half 
of the obstetrical work in Chicago. 

An amendment to the medical laws of this 
state allowing the use of this preventive by 
these attendants would be the means of sav- 
ing the sight of hundreds of infants annually. 


Urges Saving of Child’s “yes. 
“The cost of educating a blind child in 
Iiinois is about $300 a year; thet of a seeing 
child in the public schools of Chicago about 
$34. The excess expenditure for the educa- 
tion of a blind child to the state is approx!i- 
mately $3,000. Should he live the normal 
period, it is estimated that there is a clear 
economic loss of not less than $10,000. 
Two cents expended for the nitrate of sil- 
ver dropped into the infant' eyes would save 
$10,000 to the state in many instances. The

The terrible 
floods in the Ohio river valley a few weeks 
ago demonstrated that adequate control and 
ultimate prevention of floods constitute an 
undertaking which will require the com- 
bined energy of the federal government and 
of the several states.

Living near a small village where every one 
had their own fruit, our apples were a drug 
on the.market and were rotting on the ground 
in large quantities. Determined to make some 
use of them, I made several gallons of cider 
apple butter and took it to a near by college 
town. I left it with a grocer to give out as 
samples. He soon notified me to go ahead and 
make up as much as I could. With the aid 
of the older children I made nimety gallons 
that fall. It was hot, hard, tedious work, but 
when it was delivered I was the proud pos- 
sessor of $81. The butter sold readily to the 
students, many of whom did light housekeep- 
ing, and to others who kept boarders. The 
grocer charged $1 per gallon, reserving 10 
per cent for his commission. We boiled the 
cider out in the yard in a big iron kettle 
down to one-third of the original quantity, 
then added the pared and cored apples, cook- 
ing all until the consistency of mush. Con- 
stant stirring was necessary to keep it from 
aticking.

as the melodic material with which they are 
concerned. 

How much of the charm of their art is per- 
sonal it would be difficult to say, and quite im- 
material as well, though their delighted au- 
diences doubtless will weicome the suggestion 
that not the least of the beauties of British 
folk song are the Misses Fuller themselves. 
They adopt the graceful costume of the late 
'60s—if recollection of “ Milestones” serves 
accurately to place the period—and it con- 
tributes, not unimportantly, to the establish- 
ment of the old world atmosphere that belongs 
to these songs of our ancestors. 

— \ 


To the layman these folk song programs offer 
@ novel and attractive entertainment that has 
to recommend it, in addition to its wealth of 
beautiful melody, that strange and intimate ap- 
peal native to all folk song. To the misician 
they offer more definite interest in that they 
accomplish that expression of Anglo-Saxon and 
Celtic characteristics which the more ambitious 
forms of the art have not achieved. One does 
not need to be told that “ Mowing the Barley” 
is of English origin, or that “ Fine Flowers in 
the Valley" comes from Scotland, that The 
eMrmaid’s Croon is Celtic, and that Brennan 
on the Moor belongs to the old sod. 

In melodic invention, in imaginative appeal, 
the Scottish songs excel. The English songs 
refiect a certain downright positiveness and 
frankness that is unmistakable. The Irish 
songs develop the greatest measure of senti- 
mental content. But one would hesitate to say 
that one type is more perfect. than another or 
that the songs of other races achieve a higher 
level of art. There are many diffierences in 
the thing expressed.
